1. Of the total amount of 225,0007. authorised l>y the Public Offices Site (Dublin) Act, 1903, 
the sum of 65,0007. had been issued from the Consolidated Fund up to the 31st March 1907. 
A further sum of 10,0007. was issued during the year 1907-8, raising the total issues to 
75,000Z. and leaving an unissued balance of 150,0007. 

Expenditure. 

2. The expenditure in the year 1907-8, as shown in the Account, was 13,2457 . 6s. 7<7., 
making the total expenditure to 31st March 1908, 70,6397. 4s. 0c7. 

The cash balance in the hands of the Commissioners of Public Works, Ireland, on 
31st March 1908, was 4,3607. 16s. 0</., which, with the unissued balance of 150,0007., as above, 
makes the total amount remaining available for further expenditure 154,3607. 16s. 0(7. 

Terminable Annuities. 

3. An annuity of 449Z. 14s. 6cZ. has been created to repay the capital (8,0007.) advanced by 
tbe National Debt Commissioners in the calendar year 1907, raising tbe total of the annuities 
created under the Act to 3,4237. 16s. Gc7. Provision for the repayment of these annuities is 
made in the Estimates for 1908--9, under Class I., Vote 14, Subhead AA.
